Many  Gifts  Are  Unknown . . . 


Past  Can  Guide  New  Class  Projects

Just  as  many  class  projects  of 
years  ago  have  either  become  ex- 
tinct, or  have  become  hidden 
from  the  obvious  view  of  the 
average  observer,  so  projects  dat- 
ing from  1935  have  also  fallen 
into  this  category. 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  the  class  of 
1951  purchased  trees  and  shrubs 
and  planted  them  around  the  Sci- 
ence Bldg.  This  project  is  prob- 
ably least  known  for  its  status 
as  a class  gift. 

The  Class  of  1936  was  able  to 
raise  enough  money  from  ‘400 
students  to  equip  the  stadium. 

THE  CLASS  of  1939  contribut- 
ed toward  curtains  for  the  stage 
in  the  auditorium  of  the  Joseph 
Smith  Bldg.

The  idea  of  a student  union 
building  was  regarded  as  far  back 
as  1937  when  the  Class  of  ’37 
made  the  initial  contribution  of 
$1,000  toward  such  a building. 

LITTLE  known  is  the  chimes 
that  were  placed  in  the  tower  of 
the  Joseph  Smith  Bldg.,  giv^en  to 
the  school  by  the  Cldss  of  1940 
and  the  Class  of  1945.  These 
chimes  have  given  way  to  the 
newer  clarion  bells  housed  in  the 
tower  of  the  Eyring  Science  Bldg. 
Contributions  to  this  project  were 
by  the  combined  classas  of  1955- 
56-57  and  58. 

Probably  the  most-known  pro- 
ject on  campus,  dating  back  be- 
yond the  most  recent  years,  is 
the  Focoult  Pendulum  which 
hangs  in  the  Ej’ring  Science 
Bldg.  It  was  purchased  by  the 


Class  of  ’49  at  a cost  of  $3800. 

MOST  visitors  to  the  campus, 
as  well  as  residents,  find  a certain 
fascination  in  the  pendulum  as 
they"bnter  the  Science  Bldg.,  and 
they  usually  stay  long  enough 
to  read  the  inscription  which 
gives  a brief  history,  and  also 
the  name  of  the  class  donating 
the  gift  to  the  school. 

THE  CLASS  project  which  may 
very  will  go  down  in  the  history 
of  BYU  as  being  the  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  school  is  that  under- 
taken by  the  classes  of  1961-62 
and  63. 

The  members  of  these  classes 
were  encouraged  to  take  out  an 
insurance  policy,  known  as  an 
Endowment  Policy,  with  BYU  as 
the  benefactor. 

IF  THE  policy  is  allowed  to 
mature  <in  25  years)  it  autom- 
atically becomes  an  endowment 
fund  to  the  school  by  the  policy- 
holder. If  the  policyholder  dies 
before  maturity,  as  benefactor, 
BYU  still  receives  the  face  value 
of  the  policy  as  an  endowment 
fund. 

Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe,  BYU 
Alumni  Biographer,  stated  BYU 
can  continue  as  a first  class  uni- 
vei'sity  only  so  long  as  it  has  addi- 
tional assistance  coming  from 
alumni  and  other  sources.  In  this 
respect,  the  Endowment  fund  pro- 
ject of  the  classes  '61-62  and  ’63 
becomes  a worthy  and  extremely 
important  project  for  the  school. 

THE  PROJECT  which  has  been 
viewed  by  the  most  obser\'ers 
could  probably  be  the  signs 
erected  by  the  Class  of  1950  and 


the  Class  of  1952.  These  signs, 
loc'ated  at  each  end  of  Provo,  read 
‘‘Welcome  to  Provo,  Home  of 
Brigham  Young  University.” 

At  various  points  around  the 
campus  can  1^  found  concrete 
benches,  erected  for  the  com- 
fort of  those  individuals  worn  out 
from  keeping  up  the  fast  pace 
of  campus  life.  Next  time  you 
have  the  opportunity  to  sit  on  one 
of  these  benches  note  the  in- 
scription across  the  front  reads 
‘‘Class  of  ’53”.
